TRUSTEES’  REPORT. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home  submit 
their  Report  for  the  year  ending  May  30,  1885. 

The  number  of  children  is  the  same  as  at  the 
beginningof  the  year,  —  twenty-five.  Four  of  these 
are  in  the  nursery ;  the  rest  attend  school,  five  of 
them  being  in  the  Kindergarten. 

There  have  been  comparatively  few  changes 
during  the  year.  Four  children  have  been  taken 
in  at  different  times,  to  bridge  over  temporary 
needs.  Two  children  have  been  taken  by  charit¬ 
ably  disposed  people  into  their  own  homes. 

Early  in  the  year  several  of  the  children  had 
whooping-cough.  About  the  same  time  a  light 
form  of  scarlet  fever  and  tonsillitis  prevailed  some¬ 
what  extensively.  Later  in  the  year  a  similar  at¬ 
tack  of  scarlatina  was  experienced.  None  of  the 
children  were  very  sick.  The  regular  attendance 
at  school  was  considerably  broken  into  by  these 
sicknesses. 

During  the  school  vacation  a  young  girl  who 
seemed  to  have  great  tact  in  managing  the  little 
ones  was  employed  to  give  instruction  a  few  hours 
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each  day.  This  was  thought  to  be  better  for 
the  children  than  entire  freedom,  as  the  Matron

could  hardly  be  expected  .to  keep  so  large  a  family 
out  of  mischief.  The  result  proved  the  wisdom 
of  the  experiment. 

Owing  to  the  kindness  of  friends,  the  children 
were  not  entirely  without  vacation  and  change  of 
scene.  A  lady  in  North  Stoughton  invited  the 
Matron  to  visit  her  and  bring  ten  children.  Mrs. 
Doe  did  so,  selecting  the  children  who  had  least 
chance  for  change,  and  remained  four  days,  all 
enjoying  the  visit  to  the  utmost. 

Captain  Phillips  kindly  furnished  free  passes  on 
his  steamboat,  the  “  Empire  State.”  This  gift  came 
very  opportunely,  as  the  physician  had  recommended 
sea  air  for  the  children  who  were  recovering  from 
whooping-cough.  The  nurse  took  the  babies,  and 
two  of  the  larger  girls  to  assist  in  the  care. 

There  have  been  no  changes  about  the  premises. 
A  part  of  one  of  the  Christmas  'donations  of  the 
previous  year  was  expended  for  a  portable  closet  in 
the  play-room,  to  hold  the  childrens  playthings. 

At  Christmas,  as  the  funds  were  running  low, 
there  was  no  especial  Christmas-tree  provided  for 
the  children.  The  one  used  at  the  Kindergarten 
was  given  to  them,  as  the  Matron  had  said  that  the 
children  enjoyed  arranging  and  playing  with  the 
tree  for  weeks  afterwards,  almost  as  much  as  at 
Christmas. 
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Two  Christmas  donations,  one  from  Mr.  C.  F. 
Choate,  in  memory  of  his  daughter,  the  other  from 
Mr.  C.  W.  Kingsley,  were  received  and  gratefully 
acknowledged,  and  appropriated  to  the  urgent  needs 
of  the  Home,  the  expenses  having  been  considerably 
increased  at  the  time  of  sickness. 

Work  in  the  garden  has  been  given  by  a  relative 
of  one  of  the  employees.  The  permanent  fund  has 
been  quite  considerably  increased  during  the  year, 
the  items  of  which  will  be  found  in  their  proper 
place. 

The  fair  in  November  was  well  patronized,  and 
netted  a  goodly  amount  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

To  all  the  friends  who,  at  various  times  during 
the  year  have  remembered  and  contributed  to  the 
needs  of  the  Home,  and  to  the  physicians  who  have 
kindly  given  their  services,  the  thanks  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  are  most  gratefully  offered. 

The  afternoons  of  Sunday  and  Thursday  have 
been  appointed  for  admission  of  the  parents  of  the 
children  and  other  friends  of  the  Home.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

Membership. 

The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corporation  shall 
be  limited  to  nine,  and  the  nine  persons  who  signed  the 
articles  of  association  shall  constitute  the  Corporation. 
Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  by  resignation,  and  by 
the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve  consecutive 
months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  When  such 
failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  record  the 
fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  mem¬ 
bers.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Corporators.  [At 
the  regular  monthly  meeting  held  in  November,  1875,  the 
number  of  Corporators  was  increased  from  nine  to  thir¬ 
teen.*] 


Article  II. 

Common  Seal, 

The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular 
in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words,  “  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874,”  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk.  . 

*  East  Cambridge  is  not  yet  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Article  III. 

Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Clerk,  to  be  chosen  from  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  some  adjournment 
thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  accept  office.  They  shall  sev¬ 
erally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers,  and 
the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient  trans¬ 
action  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  The  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once 
every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
at  the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  May, 
at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may  decide.  Regular 
meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to 
be  given  by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual,  regular,  or  special 
meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendments. 

Articles  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws  may  be 
amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  all  the  Corporators. 
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Amendment. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  29,  1880,  under  Article  V., 
the  following  amendment  was  made  to  Article  III. :  — 

At  the  annual  meeting  for  choice  of  officers,  two  auditors"  shall  be  chosen 
to  audit  the  accounts. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  28,  1881,  Sumner  Albee, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Sleeper  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  best  method 
of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  invested  funds.
